Bell vs» Reinhart. 

The suit of William Bell against Charles 
Reinbart, to recover damages for injuries 
inflicted by the latter’s dog, a year or mora 
ago, resulted in a jury verdict of $435 for 
plaintiff. This, under the statute, enforced 
a double judgment by the court, so that as 
it stands Bell will recover $930 and costs, 
limited under the statute to $5. It was 
alleged on the part of Bell that blood — 
poisoning set in from the wound, not only 
causing him a long illness but interfering 
with his professional work. On the other 
hand in defense it was claimed that a 
reasonable compensation for the injury was 
ready at any time, but that the ideas of the 
plaintiff were not reasonable. | 

Upon the theory that the jury misunder~ 
stood the law in awarding the damages, 
and intended that their verdict should be 
the full amount, the defense will pray for — 
a modification of the judgment.

THE HAPPENINGS IN MICHIGAN 
BRIEFLY RELATED. 


Heavy, Rains and Melting Snows. Cause 
Floods in Some Sections—Bay County 
Boy Confesses to Killing His Father 
—Michigan G. A. R. Honors Alger, 


Floods in Michigan. 

The rapid melting of the snow and 
heavy rains throughout the state caused 
streams to overflow their banks in var- 
ious sections and considerable damage 
was done to country bridges, roads and 
fences. At Grand Rapids the Grand 
river reached high water mark; river 
front factories had to shut down, the 
electric light wo-ks were flooded and 
the city left in darkness, and many 
families were compelled to move from 
their homes. Some ofthe Lowell pusi- 
ness men had to move goods from their 
basements. 

The Saginaw river washed out the 
Inter-Urban electric road at several 
points between Saginaw and Bay City. 
At Zilwaukee the houses were sur- 
rounded by water, sidewalks floated 
around, the people used boats to reach 
high ground. Melbourne citizens were 
driven to the second stories of their 
homes. Cellars were flooded at Saginaw. 

Black river got on a rampage and 
caused considerable damage at Port 
Huron. 

The St. Joseph river rose so high 
that the wheels of the Niles Milling 
Co., at Niles were clogged. 

In logging districts large numbers of 
logs were swept away; and in many 
localities farms were badly damaged.

MICHIGAN NEWS ITEMS.

W. H. McEnally,a G. A. R. veteran 
of Williamston, has organized a com- 
pany of 114 men who are ready to go to 
war at any time. 

Navy department agents visited Bay 
City to secure options on several of the 
large tugs there, to be used in towing 
coal barges in case of war. 

Benj. H. Jones, aged 22, of Battle 
Creek, fell from a Detroit, Toledo & 
Milwaukee train at Augusta and 
both of his legs were crushed. He died 
in the hospital at Battle Creek. 

A 3-year-old son of Harry Wright, of 
Hanover, fell into a cistern and was 
drowned. The cistern is located be- 
neath a porch, entrance to it being 
gained through a door under the floor, 


James E. McBride was convicted in 
the superior court, at Grand Rapids, of 
embezzlement in cashing a draft for a 
client and keeping the moner.

DOINGS OF CONGRESS. 


A resolution offered by Senator 
Chandler, of New Mampshire, author- 
izing the committé: on naval affairs to 
send.for persons and papers in the 
course of the investigation of the Maine 
disaster, was adopted by the Senate. 

The bill for a railroad bridge over 
Detroit river has been introduced in 
the House by Rep. Corliss. It provides 
that the bridge approach shall be in 
the city limits of Detroit; that the 
plans shall be approved by engineers 
of the war department; that it shall be 
for joint use of all railroads on equal 
terms; it shall ‘have not more than 
three spans between bulk and head 
lines on both sides of the river, the 
main channel span to be 1,200 feet 
clear, hight and width to be determined 
by the secretary of war; there shall be 
but two piers inside bulk head lines. 
It also provides that if the bridge is 
not begun in three years and completed 
in six, the act shall be void. 

The Senate passed a bill authorizing 
the construction of eight new revenue 
cutters not exceeding in aggregate cost 
the sum of $2,025,066. 

Rep. Henderson, of Iowa, has intro- 
duced a bill to prevent the use of the 
U. S. flag as a business advertisement 
or the use of any government publica- 
tion as advertising mediums. 

Senator Lodge gave notice of an 
amendment to the naval bill, appropri- 
ating $25,000 for making soundings for 
a cable line from the Hawaiian islands 
to Japan and also to Australia. 

Three new battleships of the staunch- 
est type afloat have been authorized by 
the House committee on naval affairs. 
A majority of the-committee favors 
making the number six instead of three 
and will endeavor to so amend the bill. 

The President has asked the House 
naval committee to report a bill for the 
reorganization of the personnel of the 
navy, the intention being to increase 
the number of naval officers; to remove 
the cause of strife between line and 
staff officers; makie engineer officers 
line officers, and training young line 
officers in engineering duties, and also 
shortening to four the years the term 
for naval acacemy-eadets at the school 
when they afterwards take two years’ 
cruise training. 

Republican leaders in the House are 
pressing for an early adjournment, and 


it is said that their present course . 


meets full approval of the President. 
All save three of the appropriation bills 
have gone to the Senate. The post- 
office bill has been taken up inthe 
House and the appropriations and 
naval committees are working daily to 
get the last two bills, the general de- 
ficiency and naval, ready to report. 
The Democrats generally. favor an 
early adjournment, although there is 
not unanimity among them on this 
point. Neither is there complete har- 
mony on the Republican side of the 
House. Many of the Republicans be- 
lieve congress should remain in session 
until the Cuban question is finally and 
effectually cleared. But they would 
hardly go to the extent of opposing the 
wish of the leaders and administration. 
It is admitted that the question of car- 
rying out this program will depend en- 
tirely upon the attitude of the Senate.

KITES FOR THE WAR. 


EXCITEMENT BRINGS A FAMOUS 
EXPERT BEFORE THE PUBLIC. 


Claims Made by Mr. Eddy—Superior Ad- 


vantages of His Little Contrivances 
Over Balloons in Naval Warfare—Pho- 
tographing the Unsuspecting Enemy. 


William A. Eddy of Bayonne, N. J., 
well known as a kite expert and ama- 
teur photographer, a few days ago 
transmitted to the navy department 
at Washington his plans for the use of 
kites and cameras in» reconnoitering 
from the decks of war vessels. Mr. 
Eddy has conferred with Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy Roosevelt about the 
matter, says the New York Herald. “In 
regard to this proposed method of pho- 
tographing below the horizon line,” 
said Mr. Eddy, “I have studied men of 
war and the positions of their masts 
with great care during the last two 
years, and I am satisfied that on the 
regular armor clad ship the best posi- 
tion for the kites to be flown from 
would be the foremast, and that a pul- 
ley block fastened there would lift the 
camera apparatus entirely beyond in- 
terference with the rigging. My plan 
would be to use six cameras set in ihe 
form of a hexagon on a circular plat- 
form, this platform to be prevented 
from revolving by a light boom set out 
from the kite string, and each camera 
numbered to correspond with a chart 
kept on the deck.” He explained that 
if the direction of the kites altered 
through a change in the wind it could 
be instantly observed and the chart 
shifted to correspond. Then small pho- 
tographs would be taken every few 
minutes by his battery of cameras and 
could be developed within five min- 
utes, so that any object they showed 
could be observed. It would not be nec- 
essary, he says, to wait to wash and 
print the negatives. Should something 
that looked like a warship be noticed 
on one of the plates it would be only 
necessary to send up a large camera 
to take a photograph in that same di- 
rection, and then it would be deter- 
mined from that plate what kind of a 
vessel it really was. ‘‘Men-of-war can 
be discerned, I am satisfied, from my 
experience,” says Mr. Eddy, “at a dis- 
tance of forty-three miles with such 
definiteness that an idea of the power 
of the vessel could be obtained, al- 
though I do not think that either the 
men or the cannon could be positively 
counted. However, I have photographs 
of the Blue Hills observatory, ten 
miles south of Boston, in which the 
horizon line is visible at a distance of 
forty-four miles. Even if only a mass 
of smoke or the black hulls of vessels 
could be discerned on the negatives it 
would be of great value. I understand 
that the ships of the German navy are 
to be painted pea-green to protect 
them from observation from balloons. 
Balloons are entirely impracticable on 
men-of-war. as they are liable to in- 
stant explosion from any spark and 
owing to the large quantities of explo- 
sives aboard, some of which might be 
loose on deck if an action were immi- 
nent, the ship and her crew might be 
destroyed. In addition, balloons are 


very e6xpeusive anu cat Temair afloat 


for only a day. They are also liable to 
be borne down by the action of the 
wind, as happened when an attempt 
was made to photograph the last inter- 
national yacht race.” Another: great 
advantage which Mr. Eddy claims for 
kite reconnoisance is that, owing to 
the small surface which they present, 
his kites could not possibly be detected 
by an enemy who was below the hori- 
zon, so that in case of a war a United 
States ship might have a picture show- 
ing a hostile fleet, the number of ves- 
sels and the direction in which they 
were traveling, without their having 
the slightest idea that they were ob- 
served. Mr. Eddy does not believe 
that enlargements from kite pictures 
would be of any more value than the 
pictures themselves, as, he says, the 
defects are magnified equally with the 
good points. but he has been assured 
by expert photographers who have ex- 
amined his work that with telescopic 
lenses he can still obtain instantaneous 
photographs and with much greater 
definition. Mists and heavy rain are 
what he most fears, but they likewise 
would defeat any other means of long- 
distance observation. As a pracifcal 
example of his work Mr. Eddy exhibits 
a pieture taken from Bayonne showing 
the snow line of the Orange mountains, 
about twenty miles away, and the 
shores of the Kill von Kull, with an 
excellent bird’s eye view of the inter- 
lying country. From this Mr. Eddy ae- 
gues it would be possible in case of 
need to send steam launches close to 
shore where the larger vessels could 
not approach, and by sending up kites 
from them obtain views which would 
accurately define the positions of ap- 
proaching bodies of troops, but he does 
not expect to get accurate photographs 
on shore at as long a range as he can 
get at sea, as the dark masses of forest 
foliage would destroy the detail unless,

OUR COAST DEFENSES. 


REVIEW OF THE PREPARATIONS 
FOR WAR. | 


Protection of Harbors—Mines and Guns 
Make New York Fairly Safe—Much of 
the Coast Exposed—Value of the Na- 
ional Guard in an Emergency. 


The system of coast defense which 
has been mapped out for the United 
States is surely formidable enough, but 
unfortunately it is not quite as near a 


state of perfection as could be desired |: 


in case of actual hostilities with a pow- 
erful enemy. There is enough done, 
however, to make a respectable show- 
ing in case of a war with Spain. Dur- 
ing the last ten years about $40,000,000 
has been spent on seacoast fortifica- 
tions, armament, torpedoes, and their- 
equipment, and still much remains to 
be done, as our Atlantic coast line is 
enormous in extent and requires a vast 
amount of attention to fully prepare 
it for a foreign foe. 


High Power Guns. 
Emplacements for high power guns 
are either finished or nearly so at the 
following points: Portland Head and 
Great Diamond Island, Portland, Me.;

mortars, as also are Fort Schuyler, Wil- 
let’s Point, and Fort Slocum, guarding 
the approaches to the eastern entrance 
of the harbor. Submarine mines are to 
be relied upon in a great measure to 
keep hostile ships out of New York 
harbor, or at least greatly retard their 
advance, and give the artillery men a 
chance to effectively serve their guns. 
In this connection, it is well to show 
the weakness of the Long Island south- 
ern coast, which is in the main un- 
protected, and would serve aS an ex- 
cellent landing place for a foreign en- 
amy, who might gain decisive advan- 
tages if steps were not taken to opose 
him. In view of the extent of this 
Long Island coast line, a large num- 
ber of men would be required for this 
patrol duty, and it is here that the Na- 
tional Guard of New York might be 
utilized. These, numbering about 13,- 
000, might be mobilized in two days 
in and around New York City, and 
soon be in readiness for active work. 
Use for Infantry. 

Infantry would be of great use in 
case of hostilities by serving in and 
about sea-coast defenses, doing sentinel 
and police duty and allowing the train- 
ed artillerymen to give their entire at- 
tention to serving the high power guns, 
In this manner the maximum efficiency 
would be obtained from the artillery. 
In offensive operations in Cuba the 
infantry would be the active force, and 
would bear the brunt of the fighting. 
The present force available is inade- 
quate, and must be expanded before 
campaigning begins. This shows the 
urgent need of the immediate passage 
by Congress of the regular infantry re- 


organization bill and the national mi- 


litia bill. Immediately after a. declar- 
ation of hostilities all available troops 
would be. ordered by the President to 
concentrate on the Atlantic coast, and 
probably a portion would be transport- 
whs 
would redouble their activity. 

Be that as it may, we must attend to 
our defense first, and then we may be- 
come aggressive. Well fortified and 
well defended coast defenses, with the 
co-overation of the infantry, can sure- 
ly keep out hostile ships and prevent 
landing by the enemy. Large battle- 
ships and cruisers can not and do not 
run by forts well armed and served. 
Let us pay close attention to this fact. 

Not Easy for Spain to Coal. 

Spain would have difficulty in coaling 
if she were at war with the United 
States. Puerto Rico would soon be un- 
tenable as a base of supplies. A. bat- 
tleship without coal is useless, and 
Spain has been obtaining most of her 
coal from the United States. An in- 
stance in point is the Vizcaya, which 
received a supply of coal in New York 
after its trip from Spain. The only 
formidable sea coast fortifications 
Spain possesses in Cuba are in Havana. 
These are the defensive works at Playa 
de] Chiso, which mount two twelve- 
inch rifles; the Santa Clara battery, 
mounting four eight-inch and three 
ten-inch modern guns.

THE McKINSTRY CASE. 


When the charge was first preferred 
against Mr.. McKinstry the Times 
took the position that if he was guilty 
he should be punished, and if he was 
innocent it was doing him an injustice 
not to have him stand before the 
world as cleared from all imputations 
as to his honesty, It has been to Mr. 
McKinstry’s personal detriment that 
the case has been delayed as long as 
it has, and his conduct during the 
three years in repeatedly returning 
from Florida to face the charges was 
expensive, but at the same time it 
was most commendable——Ann Arbor 
Times. 


The above editorial reference to a 
case that ought to be dropped, now 
that the defendant has escaped the 
punishment provided by law for his 
act, is unfair and unwise. The case 
was postponed several times, but not 
once upon the application of the pro- 
secution, Hach and every motion for 
postponement was made for McKin- 
stry’s benefit. It is unjust to the 
prosecuting officers to put the matter 
in such a light, and it is unwise in 
that it forces to the front the opposing 
general opinion—that the delay was 
necessary to make acquittal possible.

ment; for it said: 


The jury stood eight to four for ac- 
quittal on the very first ballot. This 
was at 3:15 yesterday. The jurors 
labored with each other until five 
minutes past 6 o’clock, when another 
ballot was taken with the result of 11 
for acquittal and one for conviction.

THE SENTINEL says it is not neces- 
sary to bimetallism that a metal coin 
should ever issue from the mint. As 
the world progresses, the use of the 
metal coin decreases, checks, drafts, 
postal and express orders taking its 
place. This is good republican doc- 
trine and what the republicans tried 
in vain to force the silver monometal- 
lists to acknowledge two years ago. 
As a fact, only five per cent. of com- 
mercial exchanges are effected by 
metal coin, and this is a sufficient an- 
swer to the Sentinel’s claim that the 
greater burden placed upon gold by 
the act of 18738, has enhanced the 
value of gold. His confession that 
metal coin is not necessary takes the 
ground from under him.—Ypsilan- 
tian. 


Before showing the absurdity of the 

Ypsilantian’s position let us say it is 
a falsehood to claim that silver men 
‘—no friend of silver is a monometal- 
list—ever denied the fact that the 
more convenient representatives of 
actual money,as they come more gen- 
erally into use, make less necessary 
actual coinage of the basic metal or 
metals. 

ihe contention of the Ypsilantian 
that the use of representative money 
lessened the burden upon the basic 
metal, is silly. Ultimately all repre- 
sentative money must be redeemed, 
and the standard has value in propor- 
tion to the supply of the metal com- 
posing it. In illustration we may 
take the familiar “board of trade” 
method of gambling. Not a grain of 
wheat is bought or sold in a bucket 
shop, yet the value of wheat must de- 
termine the settlement. If a bull 
like Leiter can corner the world’s 
supply, up it goes, and the bears lose, 
although they may never have seen a 
cent’s worth of grain. 

We use checks, drafts, ete., just as 
the gambler uses “chips,” and their 
value depends upon the responsibility 
of the issuing concern. Their use 
does not lighten the burden upon the 
supply of basic money. 

We contended tbat metal coins were 
not necessary to bimetallism, not that 


they were useless as money. We hold 
that bimetallism means a basis of 
final redemption composed of two 
metals equally treated as full legal 
tender and recognized alike in the 
mint. If A wants his gold bullion 
coined into dollars today, all he must 
do is take it to the mint and the gov- 
ernment coins it free of charge, Its 
value is determined, not by the stamp 
upon it, for that is merely a certificate 
of weight and fineness, but upon the 
demand upon the supply of the me- 
tal both coined and uncoined. The 
stamping at the mint has not chang- 
ed the value. 

Giving the same privilege to silver 
ata fixed ratio will bring about bi- 
metallism. It might be that gold 
would be hoarded for a time and dis- 
appear from circulation. What of it? 
The more quickly it drops out of 
sight, the sooner would the legalized 
parity bring the metals to a level 
commercially. 

And here is the meat in the nut: 
The Ypsilantian fears silver monome- 
tallism as a result of a restoration of 
the conditions prior to 1893. In en- 
deavoring to show Bro. Osband what 
he is determined not to know (that 
the use of a metal as currency is not 
essential) we have given him excuse 
to exploit an ignorance that we doubt 
not has been the subject of amuse- 
ment among his employes. 


Ir will not add to Sheriff Judson’s 
reputation that, pending a decision in 
the courts, he has’ felt constrained to 
plead to the public in the newspapers. 
He is practically charged with com- 
pounding a felony, but must be held 
innocent until proven guilty. Good 
judgment would have dictated silence 
on his part, since the discussion of the 
case was evidently inspired by per- 
sonal hatred. But the sheriff has his 
failings, not the least of which is 
restiveness under attack, which make 
him the better mark for those who 
desire to put an end to his public 
career. His offer to donate $1,000 to 
charity if he can be shown ever to 
have taken money wrongfully is non- 
sensical.

THE “MISSION OF MOSES.” 


So much is said of the lectures of In- 
gersoll on the “Mistakes of Moses,” we 
are tempted to give our readers a hasty 
translation of the treatise of Frederick 
Schiller, Professor of History in 
the University of Iowa, many years 
ago, to show the vast difference be- 
tween a real thinker, a sceptical 
philosopher though he was, and the 
glib-tongued superficial sceptical lec- 
turer of today. 

Says Schiller: “The founding of 
the Jewish state by Moses is one of 
the most noticeable events that his- 
tory has preserved ; important for the 
strength of understanding with which 
the work was carried on, and more 
important by its consequences on the 
world, which continue to this mo- 
ment. Two religions, which domin- 
ate the greater part of the inhabited 
earth, Christendom and Islamism, 
spring from the religion of the 
Hebrews, and without this there could 
never have been Christianity or the 
Koran. : | 

Indeed, in a certain sense, it is in- 
disputably true that we have the re- 
ligion of Moses to thank for a great 
part of the enlightenment which we 
enjoy at the present time. For 
through this, the precious truth, that 
reason left to itself would only have 
discovered after a long development, 


the doctrine of the one Qod wasl 


spread among the people as an object 
of blind belief, and retained until it 
could ripen in clearer heads to a 
rational idea. By this a great part of 
mankind was spared all the sad errors 
through. which the belief in a plural- 
ity of Gods must lead, and the con- 
stitution of the Hebrews received the 
exclusive superiority that the relig- 
ion of the wise did not stand in direct 
contradiction to the popular religion, 
as was the case with all the enlighten- 
ed heathen. From this stand point, 
the Hebrew nation must appear as an 
important people in universal history, 
and all the evil which is said of them, 
all the efforts of wit to depreciate 
them, should not hinder us from being 
just to them. The unworthiness and 
abandonment of the nation, can not 
destroy the lofty merit of their Law- 
giver, and just as little can it an- 
nihilate the great influence which 
this nation asserts, with right, in the 
world’s history. We must value them 
as a common and unclean vessel, in 


which precious things have been stor- 


ed. We must honor the channel, 
-unclean thongh it be, which provi- 
dence chose to convey to us the most 
precious of all good—the truth, which, 
however, she broke as soon as it had 
performed its work. In this way we 


i shall equally avoid attributing to the 


Hebrews a worth which they never 
had, and contesting a merit which 
can not be denied. 


The Hebrews came to Egypt, it is 
known, as a single nomad family 
comprising not over seventy souls, 
and there became a people. During a 
period of about four hundred years 
which they spent in that land, they 
increased to nearly two: millions, 
among which were six hundred thou- 
sands men under arms, when they de- 
parted from that kingdom. During 
all this long sojourn they lived separ- 
ated from the Egyptians; separated 
by the place which they occupied, as 
well as by their nomadic condition, 
which made them the abhorrence of 
the natives of the land, and excluded 
them from all the rights of citizens. 
They governed themselves according 
their nomadic habits: the father the 
family ; the patriarch the tribes, and 
thus formed a state within the state, 
which finally, by its enormously 
growing strength, awakened the anx- 
iety of the Egyptian Kings. 


Such a separate population in the 
heart of the kingdom, idle by their 
nomadic way of life, intensely ex- 
clusive, and having no interest in 
common with the state, might be very 
dangerous in case of a foreign invas- 
ion, and easily tempted to take ad- 
vantage of the weakness of which they 
were idle and disinterested spectators. 
Statecraft therefore advised to watch 
them sharply ; to find them employ- 
ment, and if possible to diminish 
their number. For this purpose they 
were subjected to hard labor, and as 
in they were found to be useful to the 
public, self-interest combined with 
policy as a motive to increase their 
burdens. They were inhumanly driven 
to vassal service, and overseers ap- 
pointed to drive them to work and 
abuse them. This barbarous treat- 
ment did not prevent their increase 
and extension. Sound policy would 
have led to dividing among the other 
inhabitants, and giving them equal 
rights; but this the universal horror 
of them felt by the Egyptians did not 
allow. This horror was increas- 
ed by its own necessary consequences. 
When the King of Egypt gave the 
family of Jacob the province of 
Goshen, on the east side of the lower 
Nile, for a residence, he could scarce- 
ly have counted on a posterity of two

millions, which shovid have a location 
there; the pro’ uce was apparently 
of no great « .tent, and the gift was 
generous enough, if regard was had 
to the hundredth part of this increase. 
As the territory of the Hebrews could 
not stretch in proportion to the in- 
crease of the population, each gener- 
ation must press closer and closer on 
the preceding, until, at last, they were 
crowded together in this narrow room 
in the highest degree detrimental to 
health. Whatis more natural than 
that the inevitable consequences fol- 
lowed? The worst uncleanness and 
contagious diseases. Here was first 
engendered that evil that has remain- 
ed peculiar to the Hebrews, but at 
that time to what a fearful degree it 
must have raged. The most terrible 
plague of that latitude, the leprosy, 
seized them, and-was inherited and 
transmitted among many generations. 
The sources of life and propagation 
were poisoned, and an occasional evil, 
finally became an hereditary disease 
of the nation. How general this 
disease had become, appears clearly 
from the many ordinances which the 
Law-giver made against it; and the 
unanimous voice of profane writers, 
of the Egyptian Manetho, of Diodo- 
rus, of Sicily, of Tacitus, Lysimachus, 
Strabo, and many others, who knew 
almost nothing of the Jews except 
their national disease, the leprosy, 
proves how general and deep the im- 
pression of it with the Egyptians must 
have been. 


This leprosy, the consequence of 


their narrow dwelling place, of their 
miserable and scanty nourishment, 


and the oppression practiced against 
them, became the cause of farther op- 


pression. ‘Those who had been des- 
pised as shepherds, and avoided as 


strangers, were now shunned and ab- 
horred as the bearers of a pestilence. 
To the fear and antipathy which the 


Egyptians had always held toward 


them, was now associated disgust

atrocity was allowable against a race 


and the deepest contempt.

Michigan ddr t oe at the Univer- 
sity. 


Some interesting statistics have been pre. 
pared recently with reference to Michigan 
students at the University of Michigan. 
These statistics show that out of 38,000 
students or theaeabouts, now in attendance 
upon the University, 1,754, or about sixty 
per cent., are registered from some part of 
Michigan. In this registration seventy 
counties and 295 cities and towns are 
represented. The representation in the vars 
ious departments is as follows: In the 
literary departmeat, 450 men, 415 women; 
in the law department, 267 men, 3 women; 
in the engineering department, 192 men, 1 
woman; in the medical department, 191 
men, 22 women; in the hom œopathic col- 
lege, 31 men, 2 women; in the denta! de- 
partment, 128 men, 4 women; in the schoo! 
of pharmacy, 47 men, 1 woman. The 
total number of Michigan men is 1,306; of 
Michigan women, 448. 

Owing to the fact that the Ann Arbor 
High School is virtually a preparatory 
school for the University, and also to the 
fact that many persons annually take up 
their residence in Ann Arbor, solely for 
the purpose of educating their children, the 
city of Ann Arbor furnishes more students 


‘| to the University than any other two cities 


in the state. The figures for the leading 
cities are as follows: Ann Arbor 331, De- 
troit 189, Grand Rapids 95, Saginaw 56, 
Battle Creek 34, Bay City 30, Jackson 29, 
Lansing 27, Kalamazoo 26, Ypsilanti 19, 
Port Huron 18, Flint 18, Coldwater 17, 
Calumet 16, Owosso 16, Lake Linden 15, 
Sault Ste, Marie 15, Howell 15, Manistee 
14,*Ishpeming 13. More than two-thirds 
of the total number registered come from 
towns of 12,000 population or under, or 
from the neighborhood of such towns. 

The upper peninsula is represented by 
by 123 students, the lower by 1,631. 
From the three lower tiers of counties 
come 1,088 students, from the remainder 
of the lower peninsula 543 students, 

If the lower peninsula be bisected by a 
line drawn from Mackinaw City south 
through the center of the state, the western 
half sends 561 students to the University, 
the eastern half 1,070 students. 

Leaving out of the reckoning Washte- 
naw, Wayne, Saginaw and Kent counties, 
the two counties which send most students 
to the University this year are Oakland in 
the lower peninsula, which sends 46, and 
Houghton in the upper peninsu.a, which

Russia has ordered the immediate ex- 
penditure of 90,000,000 rubles for the 
construction of warships, a sum rep-

The great significance that lies in its 
expenditure is the fact that to raise 
this amount no loan is asked, no cred- 
its sought for outside of Russia itself.

It is announced that the currency 
measure which has been introduced in 
the Indian Legislative Council at Cal- 
cutta is intended to meet the extreme 
pressure from which the Indian money 
markets are now suffering. The plan 
provides for an issue of currency notes 
in India against the deposit of gold in 
“London to the credit of the Indian 
treasury. In this way it is expected 
to supply. additional circulation in In- 
dia and at the same time obviate the 


shipment of gold from England to that 


country, which on several occasions 
during the past year had been ‘consid- 
ered.a likely proceeding. It also facili- 
tates the operations of the Indian fin- 


ance department in connection with its 


gold payments in London. 

Judge Morrow of the United States 
Circuit court, San Francisco, Cal., has 
rendered a decision in the suit of the 
government against the Coal Dealers’ 
association of California, which de- 
clares the organization to be illegal and 
in conflict with the federal law of 1890, 
known as the anti-trust act. He finds 
that the by-laws of the trust are in 
violation of the'law preventing unlaw- 
ful combinations in restraint of trade, 
and also finds that the trust interferes 
with interstate and foreign com- 
merce. Judge Morrow says: “It ap- 
pears to me that the constitution and 
by-laws of the Coal Dealers’ associa- 
tion come within the prohibitions of 
the anti-trust act and are therefore un- 
lawful’? In accordance with the deci- 
sion the temporary injunction will be 
prepared by the United States District 
attorney, and unless the case is carried 
to the Supreme court the business of 
buying and selling coal in this city will 
not be interfered with by any com- 
bine. It is poa ir the trust will 
appeal, as Judge Morrow’s rulings were 
against it on every point, and there is 
small hope of victory to be gained by 
prolonging the fight. 


“Libraries? They look more like 
bee-hives!’’ was the recent exclamation 
of a stranger, as he saw the Hon. J. 


H. Stout of Wisconsin locking the

Breeding and Feeding Hogs. 


(From Farmers’ Review Special Re- 
port of Kansas Improved Stock 
Breeders’ Association.) 

J.T. Lawton said: In discussing this 
guestion I shall confine my remarks to 
my own practical experience while 
breeding and feeding hogs. I have 
found that to be successful the breeder 
has a great many points to study, that 
there is considerable more to do than 
to permit animals to mate or couple 
at will. The successful breeder must 
be possessed of the closest and keenest 
discrimination that his judicious selec- 
tions will perpetuate only the survival 
of the fittest. He must bear in mind 
that the same physical defects occur- 
ring in both parents will likely be in- 
tensified in the offspring, a defect 
which will at least be doubled. I will 
mention a mistake of my own that I 
made a few years ago. I purchased a 
boar of one of the most prominent 
breeders in the country. He was ad- 
mired by everyone who saw him. They 
told me I had a hog now that would 
be hard to beat in the show ring. I 
thought so, too. I crossed that hog 
with some of my best sows, expecting 
to get something fine, something that 
would bring me fancy prices. Imagine 
my surprise when most of my pigs 
from him showed a defect that I had 
not noticed in either of the parents, 
but which I could not help but notice 
in the offspring. We might find some 
defect in every hog, but the successful 
breeder must study close the defects 
of his own herd, and when he makes 
a selection be sure that the hog bought 
does not have the same defects as his 
Own, or it will sooner or later be seen 
in his herd, defects that will not take 
an expert to show them to him. One 
mistaken cross may require three or 
four years of the most careful breed- 
ing to regain loss occasioned by it and 
to win back the herd to be as good as 
it was two or three years before. A 
great many breeders do not pay as 
strict attention as they ought to when 
they purchase new blood- for their 
herds. They recognize at the time that 
there are defects plain to be seen even 
by the inexperienced eye. They make 
the purchase, knowing well that the 
same defect exists in their own herds. 
But then the individual traces to some 
hogs that have gained a reputation. 
Hence the pig must be all right. I 
have always looked upon inbreeding 
as unsafe, the breed may likely have 
good results for a while, but I must 
acknowledge that I do not consider 
myself competent to steer clear of all 
the physical defects that are hidden 
and which are likely to show when we 
mate related animals. There may be 
some who consider that they possess 
the ability to guard against any bad 
effects. I would be afraid that sooner 
or later I might be like the sea-tossed 
mariner without a compass, drifted on 
to some unknown rock, where all hope 
of a prosperous voyage would be dash- 
ed to pieces, nothing remaining but 
the wreck. As there is a vast amount 
of credulity in the young breeder, it 
is absolutely cruel to start them out 
without warning. It is necessary that 
the young breeder exercise some skiil 
in order to achieve his purpose. It is 
a mistake that some make in thinking 
that the breeder has nothing to do but 
to sit down and watch the stock grow. 

The remark is often made that there 


is money in hogs. There is if you know 


how to get it out. To the breeder who 
exerts himself there is sure reward. 
Now, for brood sows, I prefer animals 
that are not coarse, but growthy. You 
might perhaps call them a little coarse, 
but I want them for mothers, good 
hurses and sucklers. If they are a lit- 
tle too growthy I would correct that 
tendency with a vigorous, compact and 
blocky male. The dam should be 
looked to for vitality and constitution. 


Manuring for Potato Crop. 


Natural barnyard manure has al- 
ways held the lead as a fertilizer for 
the potato as for nearly all other 
crops. Its liberal application will be 
returned by the tubers in a golden har- 
vest. Whether the land be wet or dry, 


_and whether the season be wet or dry, 


manure is none the less needed. In 
dry seasons the ground that has been 
liberally treated to barnyard manure 
is particularly noticeable. We have 
been even surprised to see how the 
erops on such land stand up in the face 
ef the most withering heat and pro- 
tracted drouths. Last year we had a 
little dry weather. On one field most 
of the vines weakened and withered 
before the harvest. But there was one 
place where a wagon load of manure 
had been dumped and a good deal of 
it still remained on the ground. There 
was not, however, enough of it to kill 
put vegetation. The vines on that spot 
kept green and vigorous all through 
the season. The reason doubtless was 
that the manure enabled the plants to 
make a strong growth and send down 
roots far into the moisture of the sub- 
foil. So when drouth came the plants 
were able to keep themselves supplied 
vith moisture that their smaller com- 
Pansons could not reach. 

Moisture is not added by the ma- 
mure, but the plant is enabled to reach 
moisture by the manure. Manured 
Jand is more friable, and is therefore 
more easily worked. It is more easily 
penetrated by the roots of the plants 
in search of food. There is yet another 
reason why potato land should be well 
manured. That is that the potatoes 
may be smooth in form and devoid of 
protuberances or buttons. These pro- 
tuberances are supposed to be caused 
by a check in growth, such as lack of 
a food supply would cause. With a 
good supply of manure in the soil the 
plants develop large feeding powers 
and are thus able to give a constant 
supply of food to the developing tu- 
bers.

But we are heartily in faver of such 
national or state investigation into the 
nature and cause of the disease now 
destroying the swine industry of our 
state to the end that a true knowledge 
of its character may be ascertained 
and proper means taken to eradicate 
it.”

An Estimate on Land Drainage. 

At the last convention of the Illi- 
nois Clay Workers’ Association J. W. 
Billingsley read a paper, a -part of 
which, as reported in the Drainage 
Journal, was as follows: 

We may claim that a well-drained 
soil will conserve the moisture in the 
air by causing tt to condense and ad- 
here to the fine particles of soil in the 
passage of the air down to the drain. 
Besides, there are other benefits which 
might be named to advantage, but 
with practical men the question will 
be, will it pay as a money investment? 
That is, will the money expended in 
thorough drainage add so much to the 
betterment of the soil that the increas- 
ed yield of the crops grown bring in 
the market so much more money than 
the money invested in the drainage of 
the land will pay a satisfactory inter- 
est one year with another, other things 
being equal. For instance, if A has 
forty acres of land from which he has 
had an average yield of thirty bushels 
of corn for the past ten years—-some 
years more and some years less—if he 
underdrains the land thoroughly, will 
the increased yield of his crops for the 
next ten years, with good husband-like 
care, bring enough more in cash to 
pay a satisfactory interest on the in- 
vestment? This is the question which 
It is not 
enough to say “yes.” The practical 
business man wants the figures show- 
ing the cost and the returns. In solv- 
ing the question suppose that we take 
A’s forty acres of land, which has been 
in cultivation for the past twenty 
years. It will be admitted that the 


virgin richness of the soil has been to 


some extent exhausted. The soil is 
now ef average quality, the humus has 
been washed out until it is easily com- 
pacted, and breaks up cloddy after a 
day or two of drying weather; it often 
requires repeated harrowing and roll- 
ing to make it fine and ready for 
planting or sowing the seed. During 
the season of cultivating the corn crop 
if the weather is rainy the soil is sel- 
dom. in condition to run the cultiva- 
tors. If the season turns off dry then 
the cultivation will be difficult, because 
of the hardness and cloddy nature of 
the land, and if the dry weather is 
long continued the crop will be greatly 
damaged. Exactly this condition has 
prevailed for the past few years. Some 
seasons the yield has been cut fully 
fifty per cent, and then when the sea- 
son was favorable the crop yield was 
much above the average. 

When “A” completed the tile drain- 
age of forty acres, the cost figured up 
as follows: 

Drain tile, 26,400 pieces, cost..$400 
Digging the drains and laying 
LHectile: 4 sata ssc acd supe: 
DOES CDSE = oho cada aes 

Cost per acre, $20. 

In this estimate 660 pieces or forty 
rods of tile are required to the acre, 
the drains being 66 feet apart, the tile 
costing $10 per acre. It is also esti- 
mated that $10 will pay for the digging 
and laying of the tile and complete the 
work. We are aware of the fact that 
in some localities the construction of 
the drains will cost more money and 
in other localities less. We think the 
sum named fairly represents the aver- 
age cost of laying drain tile in this 
state (Illinois) and in many localities 
in other states. 

The work of draining the forty acres 
being completed “A” has an invest- 
ment of $20 per acre, or $800 in the for- 
ty acre field. After completing the 
work “A” cannot reasonably expect to 
grow as large a crop the first year af- 
ter draining the land as will be real- 
ized the third or succeeding years. A 


year or two is required to make the 


soil open and porous between the 
drains, especially midway between the 
drains. So we take a period of ten 
years and take an average crop as the 
basis of calculation. ` 

If the crop grown is corn we may 
reasonably expect a yield of forty 
bushels per acre, or an increased yield 
of 25 per cent. The land will require 
25 per cent less labor to break and pre- 
pare it for planting.& If the plowing is 
done in good season*the soil will turn 
over so thoroughly pulverized that a 
single harrowing is all that will be re- 
quired to make the seed bed as good 
as can well be desired (if the soil has 
not been tramped with stock). In some 


instances we have known the soil so. 


fine and mellow when broke that the 
planter followed close to the breaking, 


and the better condition of the soil | 


facilitates the work of cultivating the 
corn. The work of cultivation may 
go on in a few hours after a heavy 
rainfall, when the land is well under- 
drained. We might claim a credit of 
$2 per acre in the less labor required 


to plant and cultivate the crop, but 


will not include this very satisfactory 
credit. We will estimate an average 
increased yield of ten bushels per acre, 
which, at 20 cents per bushel, makes 
the sum of $2, which would be 10 per 
cent interest on the money invested in 
drainage, 


Use of the weeder. 

in the recent developments along the 
line of agriculture, there is no branch 
of the industry which has received 
more careful attention than has been 
given to the improvement of agricul- 
tural implements, says Country Gen- 
tleman. We now have special imple- 
ments for special purposes, and of all 
these improved farm tools there are 
none destined to prove of more value in 
their line than the weeder. It is a 
principle in practical agriculture, as 
well as in morals, that weeds, like bad 
habits, can best be checked and de- 
stroyed just when they are starting 
and before they become strongly fixed. 
For destroying weeds at about the time 
they show themselves above the 
ground, the weeder is admirably adapt- 
ed. It is not.the purpose of the im- 
plement to destrov plants which have 
become firmly rooted, put to tear them 
out at the time of appearance. For 
this reason the weeder can be used on 
grain crops with great benefit. If the 
land has been well. fitted, the grain 
makes its appearance before the weeds, 
and becomes firmly rooted before it is 
In 
spring grain on soils which are natur- 
ally somewhat loose, as loams or san-

dy loams, the weeder is found to fill 
a place that can be filled by no other 
implement. The teeth work around the 
stools of grain, destroying weeds, loos- 
ening the surface soil, and making 
plant food available, Every time the 


Soil is stirred plant food is set free. 


This past year at the Cornell Univer- 
sity Experiment Station a plat of oats 
that received shallow tillage three 
times, gave a yield of 61 bushels per 
acre, while a plat adjoining, not re- 
ceiving the tillage, gave only 37 bush- 
els per acre. We are coming to be- 
lieve more and more in the Lois-Weed- 
On system or the cultivation of grain 
crops. 
Frequently after planting corn or 
sowing grain, a heavy rain will so pack 
the soil that the tender plants have 
not tbe force to get tn the surface. 
The surface crust must be broken and 
many hesitate about using the harrow 
because of the severity of its work. The 
weeder can be used here to advantage, 
the surface crust broken, small weeds 
destroyed, and the struggling grain 
plants liberated. In raising corn for 
the silo it is found advantageous to 
plant the corn in rows one 
way. It is desirable to plant closer 
than could be done were the cultivator 
to be used in both directions. In grow- 
ing the corn crop this way it is of the 
utmost importance that weeds in the 
row be destroyed while small, and that 
the soil around the plants be kept loose. 
Some use the smoothing harrow, but 
after running the harrow over the corn 
the field has such a forlorn appearance 
that many hesitate about doing it 
again. This harrowing has been done 
in certain cases with great benefit, but 
it frequently thins out too much of the 
corn and makes a poor stand. The 


weeder on corn has the good effect ex-. 


erted by the harrow without its de- 
fects. By the proper use of the weeder 
and cultivator a corn crop may be 
grown without a stroke of hand labor. 
The subject of sugar beets is now com- 
ing to attract more or less attention in 
the state. The ‘question most con- 
cerning the production of beets is how 
can they be raised with greatest econ- 
omy.? If hand work and hand weed- 
ing is largely required, the expense of 
production will be too great. On soils 
adapted to the growing of sugar beets 
the ‘weeder works most efficiently. 
When the beets are small and before 
thinning, if the weeder is brought into 
requisition a large part of the hand 
work of weeding and thinning may be 
saved. It must not be expected that 
large half-grown weeds will be de- 
stroyed; they will be made to grow 
all the faster. The only effectual. im- 
plement then is the plow. But for 
destroying weeds when small, myriads 
of them may be conquered by the ju- 
dicious use of the weeder. It should 
be stated that the weeder does not 
work equally well on all soils. On 
heavy clay or on stony land the work 
it does is not so satisfactory as on 
loamy soils. But there is on nearly 
every farm enough soil which is of a 
sandy or loamy nature to make the 


possession of a weeder important. 


Sweet Clover (Melilotus). 

Many portions of Ohio have the road- 
sides and other sodden or “out of 
tilth” lands occupied by the white 
sweet clover plant (Melilotus alba L.). 
Since it has been , regarded as a 
ious weed the ‘eriver Ghio statute plac- 


ed it in the same list of proscribed 


plants with Canada thistle, common 
thistle, oxeye daisy, wild parsnip, wild 
carrot, teasle, burdock and cockle burs. 
Under the operation of this statute pri- 
vate lands might be entered upon to 
destroy the melilotus growing for any 
purpose, as for bee pastures. The de- 
struction of bee pastures in this man- 
ner actually occurred near Delaware. 
Rightly then it may be asked. How 
shall we rank sweet clover? To an- 
Swer this we must consider where 
Sweet clover grows and what is its 
Sweet clover grows spon- 
taneously along tramped_ roadsides, 
even to the wheel ruts in abandoned 
roadways, and in tramped or sodden 
land anywhere. When found in mead- 
ow lands it appears not to occur ex- 
cept when the ground has been tramp- 
ed by stock when wet. It grows by 
preference in old brick yards. It may 
be grown in fields by proper tillage. 
The character of sweet clover may be 
now determined. Viewing it in no oth- 
er light we thus see that sweet clo- 
ver grows luxuriantly in places where 
few or no other plants flourish. But it 


belongs to the great class of legumi- 


nous plants, which are capable, by the 
aid of other organisms, of fixing at- 
mospheric nitrogen and storing it in 
the plant tissues. It belongs with the 
clovers and it may thus be used to 
improve the land upon which it grows, 
and this appears to be its mission. 
It occupies lands that have become un- 
fitted for good growth of other forage 
plants. Its rank then is as a useful 
plant, capable of increasing fertility 
of land. 

How shall sweet clover be treated? 
The character determined, the treat- 
ment to be accorded this clover plant 
is really settled. The plant is the 
farmer’s friend, to be utilized and not 
to be outlawed. The plant grows ard 
spreads rapidly. So do red clover, 
white clover, timothy, blue grass and 
other forage plants, but sweet clover 
grows where they do not; it indicates 
lack of condition for the others. 
Viewed in this way it is to be treated 
as preparing unfitted lands for other 
crops. It may be mown a short time 
before coming into bloom and cured 
for hay. Stock will thrive upon it if 
confined to it until accustomed to it. 
The roadsides, if taken when free from 
dust, may be made almost as profit- 
able as any other area in clover by 
cutting the sweet clover and curing for 
hay. If this is regularly attended to 
while stéck is kept from other lands 
that it invades, sweet clover will be 
found doing always the good work for 
which it is adapted. 

Water in Cow Foods.—Milk contains 
an average of 88 per cent of water. It 
follows, therefore, that the dairy cow 
requires an abundant supply of liqwid 
food. The required quantity may le 
obtained partly from ordinary fcods, 
the water contents of which may var) 
from 5 to over 90 per cent. of their 
total weight. This contained water, 
however, is not normally sufficient to 
meet the requirements of the economy 
of the animal, and it has been experi-

TALMAGE’S SERMON 


“PEOPLE WHO HAVE LOST 
THEIR WAY,” THE SUBJECT. 


From Gen. XXI, 19, as Follows: 

God Opened Her Eyes and She Saw a

: the Bottle and Gave the Lad a Drink.’ 


Morning breaks upon Beersheba. 
There is an early stir in the house of 
old Abraham. There has been trouble 
among the domestics. Hagar, an as- 
sistant in the household, and her son, 
a brisk lad of sixteen years, have be- 
come impudent and insolent, and Sa- 
rah, the mistress of the household, 
puts her foot down very hard and 
Says that they will have to leave the 
premises. They are packing up now. 
Abraham, knowing that the journey 
before his servant and her son will be 
very long and across desolate places, 
in the kindness of his heart sets about 
putting up some bread and a bottle 
with water in it. It is a very plain 
lunch that Abraham provides, but I 
warrant you there would have been 
enough of it had they not lost their 
way. “God be with you!” said old 
Abraham as he gave the lunch to Ha- 
gar and a good many charges as to 
how she should conduct the journey. 
Ishmael, the boy, I suppose, bounded 
away in the morning light. Boys al- 
ways like a change. Poor Ishmael! He 
has no idea of the disasters that are 
ahead of him. Hagar gives one long, 
lingering look on the familiar place 
where she had spent so many happy 
days, each scene associated with the 
pride and joy of her heart, young Ish- 
mael. i 

The scorching noon comes on. The 
air is stifling and moves across the 
desert with insufferable suffocation. 
Ishmael, the boy, begins to complain 
and lies down, but Hagar rouses him 
up, saying nothing about her own 
weariness or the sweltering heat; for 
mothers can endure anything. Trudge, 
trudge, trudge. Crossing the dead lev- 
el of the desert, how wearily and slow- 
ly the miles slip by! A tamarind that 
seemed hours ago to stand only just 
a little ahead, inviting the travelers to 
come under its shadow, now is as far 
off as ever, or seemingly so. Night 
drops upon the desert, and the travelers 
are pillowless. Ishmael, very weary, 
I suppose, instantly fell asleep. Ha- 
gar, as the shadows of the night be- 
gin to lap over each other—Hagar hugs 
her weary boy to her bosom and thinks 
of the fact that it is her fault that they 
are in the desert. A star looks out, and 
every falling tear it kisses with a spar- 
kle. A wing of wind comes over the 


hot earth and lifts the locks from the 


fevered brow of the boy. Hagar sleeps 
fitfully, and in her dreams travels over 
the weary day, and half awakes her 
son by crying out in her sleep, ‘“Ish- 
mael! Ishmael!” 

And so they go on day after day and 
night after night, for they have lost 
their way. No path in the shifting 
sands; no signs in the burning sky. 
The sack empty of the flour; the water 
gone from the bottle. What shall she 
do? As she puts her fairting Ishmael 
under a stunted shrub of th2 arid plain, 
she sees the blood-shot eye, and feels 
the hot hand, and watches the blood 
bursting from the cracked tongue, and 
there is a shriek in the desert of Beer- 
sheba, “We shall die! We shall die!” 
Now, no mother was ever made strong 
enough to hear her son cry in vain for 
a drink. Heretofore she had cheered 
her boy by promising a speedy end of 
the journey, and even smiled upon him 
when she felt desperately enough. Now 
there is nothing to do but place him 
under a shrub and let him die. She 
had thought that she would sit there 
and watch until the spirit of her boy 
would go away forever, and then she 
would breathe out her own life on his 
Silent heart; but as the boy begins to 
claw his tongue in agony of thirst and 
struggle in distortion, and begs his 
mother to slay him, she cannot endure 
the spectacle. She puts him under a 
shrub and goes off a bow-shot, and be- 
gins to weep until all the desert seems 
sobbing, and her cry strikes clear 
through the heavens; and an angel of 
God comes out on a cloud, and looks 
down upon the appalling grief and 
cries: “Hagar, what aileth thee?” She 
looks up and she sees the angel point- 
ing to a well of water, where she fills 
the bottle for the lad. Thank God! 
Thank God! 

I learn from this Oriental scene, in 
the first place, what a sad thing it is 
when people do not know their place, 
and get too proud for their business! 
Hagar was an assistant in that house- 
hold, but she wanted to rule there. She 
ridiculed and jeered until her son, Ish- 
mael, got the same tricks. She dashed 
out her own happiness, and threw Sa- 
rah into a great fret; and it she had 
stayed much longer in that household 
she would have upset calm Abraham’s 
equilibrium. ‘My friends, one-half of 
the trouble in the world today comes 
from the fact that people do not know 
their place, or, finding their place, will 
When we come into the 
world there is always a place, ready for 
us. A place for Abraham. A place for 
Sarah. A place for Hagar. 
for Ishmael, 
place for me. 

Our first duty is to find our sphere: 
our second is, to keep it. We may be 
born in a sphere far off from the one 
for which God finally intends us. Sixtus 
V. was born on the low ground, and 
was a swineherd; God called him up to 
wave a sceptre. Ferguson spent his 
early days in looking after sheep; God 
called him up to look after stars, and 
be a shepherd watching the flocks of 
light on the hillsides of-heaven, Ho- 
garth began by engraving pewter pots; 
God raised him to stand in the en- 
chanted realm of a painter. The shoe- 
maker’s bench held Bloomfield for a 
little while; but God raised him to sit 
in the chair of a philosopher and a 
Christian scholar. The soap-boiler of 
London could not keep his son in that 
business, for God had decided that 
Hawley was to be one of the greatest 
astronomers of England.

forge. The great thing is to find just 
the sphere for which God intended us, 
and then to occupy that sphere, and oc- 
cupy it forever. Here is a man God 
fashioned to make a plow. There is a 
man God fashioned to make a consti- 
tution. The man who makes the plow 
is just as honorable as the man who 
makes the constitution, There is a 
woman who was made to fashion a 
robe, and yonder is one intended to be 
a queen and wear it. It seems to me 
that in the one case asin the other, God 
appoints the sphere, and the needle is 
just as respectable in his sight as the 
I do not know but that the 
world would long ago have been saved 
if some of the men out of the ministry 
were in it, and some of those who are 
in it were out of it. I really think that 
one-half the world may be divided into 
two quarters—those who have not 
found their sphere, and those who, hav- 
ing found it, are not willing to stay 
there. How many are struggling for a 
position a little higher than that which 
God intended for them. The bonds- 
woman wants to be mistress. Hagar 
keeps crowding Sarah. The small 
wheel of a watch which beautifully 
went treading its golden pathway 
wants to be the balance-wheel, and the 
sparrow with chagrin drops into the 
brook because it cannot, like the eagle, 
cut a circle under the sun. 

In the Lord’s army we all want to 
be brigadier-generals! The sloop says: 
“More mast, more tonnage, more can- 
vas. Oh, that I were a topsail schoon- 


er, or a full-rigged brig, or a Cunard 


steamer!” And so the world is filled 
with cries of discontent, because we are 
not willing to stay in the place where 
God put us and intended us to be. My 
friends, be not too proud to do any- 
thing God tells you to do; for the lack 
of a right disposition in this respect the 
world is strewn with wandering Hagars 
and Ishmaels. God has given each one 
of us a work to do. You carry a 
scuttle of coal up that dark alley. You 
distribute that Christian tract. You 
give $10,000 to the missionary. cause. 
You for fifteen years sit with chronic 
rheumatism, displaying the beauty of 
Christian submission. Whatever God

That little 
voice may blaspheme God in the grog- 
shop or cry “Forward!” to the Lord’s 
hosts as they go out for their last vic- 
tory.

In addition to all of this unusual 
activity imraense orders have been 
given for rifles, ete., which have caused 
the Springfield, Winchester and other 
small arms manufacturers to begin the 
operation of their works day and night; 
contracts have been made for powder 
and cartridges which are keeping the 
largest mills in the country running to 
their full capacity; sailors and machin- 
ists are being enlisted as rapidly as 
possible; and the National Guards of 
several states are being recruited up to 
the full quota for the first time in 
years, particularly in Florida and other 
coast and gulf states. 

Spain, too, ıs said to making active 
preparations, but the lack of ready 
money is a great hindrance to her. She 
has all along. builded upon European 
sympathy and aid, but it has all but 
officially been declared by Great Brit- 
ain, Germany and France that if Spain 
gets into war with the United States 
she must fight it out alone,&ilthough it 
is rumored that Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria, has promised Spain 
that he will interfere and will try to 
induce Germany and other powers to 
join in a protest against further inter- 
vention by the United States in Span- 
ish affairs. 

Uncle Sam has purchased two more 
foreign warships. One is the Carlo 
Alberto, isan Italian armored cruiser 
of 6,500 tons, 325 feet long, 59 feet in 
the beam, and with a maximum draught 
of 22 feet 11 inches, and was built in 
Spezia in 1896. She has a speed of.20 
knots; her Italian complement is 460 
men; caries 12 6-inch quick firing guns, 
six 4.7 inch, two 2.9 -inch, 102.2 inch, 
10 1.4 inch guns and ‘two Maxims; and, 
has five torpedo tubes. The other isa 
torpedo corvette built for Brazil and re- 
cently launched by the Krupps at Kiel; 
is of the most modern make, both in 
construction and armament; is esti- 
mated to steam 22 knots; 1,030 tons dis- 
placement; 259 feet in length; 10 feet 2 
inches draught; the armament consists 
of two 4-inch quick firing guns, six 2.2- 
inch guns, four 1.4-inch guns, with 
three torpedo tubes. : 


THE WAR SITUATION. 


he court of inquiry has returned to 
Key West where further investigation 
will be made. 

A large supply of submarine torpe- 
does have been received at Fort Taylor, 
Key West, and all arrangements have 
been made so that they can be placed 
within 24 hours. 

An unprecedented action is the en- 
listment of landsmen for naval service, 
at the League Island navy yard at 
Philadelphia. Any able bodied man 
who answers physical requirements is 
accepted. 

Uncle Sam has purchased the big 
steamyacht Mayflower at New York. 

he was taken immediately to the 
Brooklyn navy yards, and will be 
armed with rapid-fire guns and will be 
used as a torpedo boat destroyer, should 
occasion arise. 

The New York Herald says that 
President McKinley is now of the opin- 
ion that the trouble with Spain can be 
settled diplomatically. He favors a 
plan being talked by Levi P. Morton, 
of New York, and other wealthy men, 
to purchase Cuba outright from Spain. 

The Spanish government has made 
strong representations to the state de- 
pavtment against tife assembling ofa 
large fleet of- American warships at 
Key West, the war preparations, and 
the influence with these might have on 
the approaching elections in Cuba. 

The cruiser Amazonas was formally 
transferred to U. 8. naval officers at 
Gravesend, Eng., the Brazilian flag be- 
ing hauled down and the Stars and 
Stripes run up; after which she was 
coaled, took on a portion of the crew 
of the San Francisco and the two war 
dogs then sailed for American waters 

A friend of President McKinley who 
has talked with him repeatedly in the 
past week declares that the President 
expects war. He anticipates develop- 
ments during the week which will 
force the issue. The President, accord- 
ing to this gentlemen, does not desire 
war, but he knows that peace without 
dishonor is a remote probability. 

A semi-official statement has ` been 


‘given out at Madrid advancing the gov- 


ernment view that a demand for in- 
demnity based on Spanish responsibil- 
ity for the Maine explosion would be 
indignantly repelled by Spain. The 
report of the Spanish investigation of 
the Maine’s wreck shows that it was 
caused by an internal explosion, and 
Spain will stand by that report 

It is said the Washington authorities 
are stirred up over Spain’s iztention to 
reinforce her squadron in Cuban waters 
and the sending of a second torpedo 
boat flotilla from Cadiz. This‘ govern- 
ment will, it is understood, give inti- 
mation that the ordering of the flotilla 
cannot be regarded as a friendly act 
and if the boats are sent to Porto Rico 
or Cuba Uncle Sam will send a flying 
squadron to the coasts of Spain. 

The war departmeiit is greatly dis- 
appointed and annoyed at the dilatori- 
ness shown by the contractors who 
have undertaken to construct the new 
fortifications along the Atlantic coast. 
It is said that only one among the 
whole number has finished his contract 
on time. The department has deter- 
mjned not to submit to further obstruc- 
tion in prosecuting the work under- 
taken, but will do the work itself 
without entering into contracts. 

The U. S. Dispatch boat Fern has 
made two trips from Key West to Mat- 
anzas and Sagua la Grande with sup- 
plies for the starving reconcentradoes. 
No demonstration was made at either 
place as it seemed that the gladness of 
the wretched Cubans was overpowered 
by the dread that hangs above them 
and which could not bedispelled by the 
arrival of the food for which they were 
suffering. At Sagua la* Grande U. S. 
Consul Baker was overjoyed to see an 
American ship once more even if it was 
only the little Fern. He said there 
were fully 25,000 starving Cubans in 


his district alone. 


A special dispafch announces that a 
Spanish squadron has sailed from Cadiz, 
Spain, and it is understood it is going to 
Porto Rico, where it will await the 
orders of Capt.-Gen. Blanco. Enthus- 
iastic ‘crowds of people gathered to 
bid farewellto the Spanish war vessels. 
The departure of the United States 
warships Helena and Bancroft in a 
southwesterly direction from Lisbon 
may possibly be connected. with the 
seemingly simultaneous departure of 
the Spanish squadron from Cadiz. 
Rumors have had it that the Bancroft 


A regiment of troops to be called 
‘The President’s Own” is being formed 
at Canton, O., McKinley’s home. 

A new squadron has been formed to 
be stationed at Hampton Roads which 
is considered one of the best strategical 
points on the Atlantic coast. The bat- 
tleships Massachusetts and Texas and 
three cruisers, probably the Brooklyn, 
Columbia and Minneapolis, will com- 
prise the squadron at present. The 
splendid monitor Puritan is to be sent 
to Key West together with the Main- 
tonomah, and this will still give Ad- 
miral Sicard one of the greatest fleets 
assembled in American waters since 
the civil war. The Helena and the 
Bancroft are now on their way to Key 
West and the big batteship Oregon will 
be hurried from San Francisco around 
the Horn as quickly as possible. 


A Washington special says: At a cab- 
inet meeting at which the Cuban situ- 
ation was discussed from every point 
there was much controversy over Min- 
ister Polo’s proposition for the amplifi- 
cation of the autonomy plan. This ar- 
rangement contemplates the with- 
drawal of Spains’ troops from the island, 
full pardon of the insurgents, the. elec- 
tion of a native Cuban legislature, and 
in fact the complete surrender of Span- 
ish dominion in nearly ever respect ex- 
cept the withdrawal of Spanish sover- 
eignty. In favor of acquiescence in 
this plan were Secretaries Long and 
Bliss, Atty.-Gen. Griggs and _  Post- 
master-Gen. Gary. Against it were 
Secretaries Alger and Wilson. Secr. -= 
tary Gage was absent. When this di- 
vision in the cabinet became known 
several prominent Republican members 
of congress called on the President 
to protest against further considera- 
tion of the autonomy plan. Any com- 
promise with Spain, it was held, would 
result only in continued revolutions 
and disorder, as the Cubans would ac- 
cept nothing short of independence. 
The President did not commit himself. 
It is expected the developments of the 
day will cause a general commotion 
throughout the country, and that the 
cabinet officials favoring autonomy, in 
response to public sentiment, may yield 
to the President’s original desire for 
the recognition of Cuban independence.

News has been received of the death 
of the wife of Senator Thurston on 
board the yachAntia at Sagua la 
Grande, Cuba, where the party of U.S. 
senators and congressmen and their 
wives and friends had just arrived 
with the yacht. The cause of death 
was apoplexy, which is believed to 
have been brought on by the terrible 
scenes of suffering and starvation wit- 
nessed by the party. 

Hon. Blanche K. Bruce, register of 
the U. S. treasury, died at Washington. 
He was of African descent and was 
born in slavery, but he received a col- 
lege education and next to Frederick 
Douglas has been regarded for years 
as the leader of his race. He was 
elected U. S. senator from Mississippi 
in 1875, has been a member of every 
national Republican national conven- 
tion since 1868, and has held several 
responsible positions under state and 
national governments.

Death of Mrs. King. 

Julia ‘Palmer, wife of Hon. Edward 
King, departed this life Thursday, March 
17, 1898, aged 67 years. . 

Mrs. King was a daughter of Hon. 
John Palmer of Plattsburg, N. Y. After 
his death, which occurred many years ago, 
Mrs. Palmer and her family came to Ypsi- 
lanti, where the daughter was married to 
Mr. King in 1854. Of four children, two 
survive, Edward, Jr., of Reno, Cal., and 
John, who has always resided at home. 
Her eldest son, George, died after reaching 
manhood’s estate, leaving three motherless 
children to her care. A daughter died 
many years ago. The family resided in 
Ypsilanti, where Mr. King was interested 
in the grocery business with his brother, 
the late Charles King, until 1867, when 
they moved to the farm, south-east of the 
city, where they have since resided. 

Mrs. King’s health became impaired 
four or five months ago, since which time 
she has complained some. A _ favorite 
niece, Mrs. Gleason (formerly Miss Hettie 
Buck) is wife of the manager of a sanis 
tarium at Elmira, N. Y., and four weeks 
ago Mrs. King went thither for rest and 
treatment. Thursday morning last she 
became suddenly worse than usual, and at 
midnight entered eternal rest, before the 
afflicted husband, who had been sent for, 
could reach her side, 

Mrs. King won the esteem of all who 
became acquainted with her by her amia- 
bility and cheerful disposition. She -was 
an ideal woman, one whom to know was 
an honor, and more than she could ever 
have dreamed of will remember her as a 
friend and wise counsellor. 

The remains reached Ypsilanti Saturday 
morning, and were taken to the residence 
of Charles E. King, where the funeral 
service was conducted by Rev. William

The Present Problems 

One of the men we saw in Washington 
after the civil war was Robert Toombs of 
Georgia. He was totally unlike the imagin~ 
ed fire-eater of the pro-slavery period. A 
more genial talker one seldom meets, and 
often he would set the tables aroar in the 
dining room of the National Hotel with 
some funny incident he told in an inimit- 
able manner. Reading an article, ‘‘Pota- 
toes and Salt,” by L. F. Wade, in The 
New Times for March, brings the brainy 
southerner to mind. A speech made by 
Toombs at Boston, in 1856, in favor of 
slavery, is referred to. In that speech, 
speaking of the black slave, he said: ‘‘He 
is entitled by law to a home, to ample 
food and clothing, and exempted fro m ex- 
cessive labor; and when no longer capable 
of labor, in old age and disease, he is a 
legal charge upon his master;” while of 
the wage-workers he said: ‘‘Under their 
system man has become less valuable and 
less cared fared for than domestic animals; 
in short, capital has become the master of 
labor, with all the benefits, without the 
natural burdens of the relation.” 

Not long ago we read a carefully written 
pamphlet, the author of which is a pro= 
minent eastern republican, in which it was 
maintained that the wage system is an 
evolution ffrom slavery. Robert Toombs 
advanced the same idea in his Boston lec- 
ture. He said of slavery: ‘The moment 
wages descend to a point barely sufficient 
to support the laborer and his family, 
capital cannot afford to own labor, and it 
must cease. Slavery ceased in England in 
obedience to this law, and not from any 
regard to liberty or humanity. The ina 
crease of population in this country may 
produce {the same results and American 


slavery, like that of England, may find its” 


euthanasia in the general prostration of all 
labor.” 

In other words, chattel-slavery might 
find a natural death in wage-slavery. As 
a purely economic question, where wages 
are low and employment uncertain, capital 
cannot afford to own and take care of the 
laborer. The time has arrived, in New 
England, under the wage-system, when 
competition has reduced wages to a point 
lees than ‘‘barely sufficient to support the 
laborer and his family,” and the problem 
of the unemployed has become a very 
serious one for solution in this country. 
Chattel slavery is dead, but its successor, 
the wage system, is a failure in so far as 
the well-being of those dependent upon it 
for a comfortable living and a chance to 
get ahead are concerned. | 

What next? There is but one steady 
and steadfast employer of labor, and that 
is the Land. Labor intelligently applied 
to the Land is the only sure means of a 
living, and the great social and industrial 
question of the near future will be, how 
can land and labor ke brought together 
without paying tribute to the landlord? 
Will the single tax do it? Thus far it is 


‘the only means to that end which has been 


suggested. Production by machinery has 
already driven more than one-half of the 
wage earners needed in a making a given 
quantity of goods out of employment, and 
reduced the ability of both the employed 
and the unemployed to purchase and pay 
for the products of mills and factories. 
This under consumption is the most potent 
cause of what is called over-production. 
-The rea! fault with the wage system is 
that it increases the number and poverty of 
the dependent classes, and is, in fact, 
another form of slavery. —Jackson Patriot. 
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A missionary recently returned from 
Jubbulpin, India, computes that at a 
very low estimate fully 100 people died 
every hour from starvation.
